Brodsky Will Defend 
Weinstein in Bronx 
County Court» Today 


NEW YORK.—Joseph R. Brodsky, 
Chief Counsel for the International 
Labor Defense, will fight the case of 
Sam Weinstein, framed furniture 
worker, whose trial is scheduled to 
start this morning, in the Bronx, 
County Court, Arthur and Tremont 
Aves., it was announced yesterday 
by the Weinstein Deferise Committee. 

The bosses want to railroad Wein- 
stein so as to intimidate the workers 
against fighting for their political 
and economic rights.

MANDELL BULLIES 
SCHOOL TEACHERS 


Threatens Pa Pay Cuts at 
Elmhurst Meeting: 


NEW YORK. — Edward Mandeli, 
Associate Superintendent of Schools 
in charge of Queens, recently warned 
a gathering of 600 elementary school 
teachers at Elmhurst that teachers 
would suffer if they did not contri- 
bute more money to the unemployed. 
(The meeting was called by the su- 
perintendent of schools, Dr. William 
J. O'Shea, who said, about a month 
ago, that he was confident teachers 
could not find it in their hearts to 
ignore those in need. He believed it 
Was Only a small group not represen- 
tative of the large body of school 
teachers, who would object in times 
like these to enlarge their contri- 
butions). 

Manidell went on to say that the 
‘teachers of New York were lucky in 
that they had shorter hours and | 
longer vacations than European 
teachers... he represented the pub- 
lié as questioning indignantly wheth- 
er teachers could not work harder 
for their money... and he asked them 
for three. times more than they had 
been contributing. Then he informed 

his audience that there must be an 
annual swing of $7,000,000 or there 
would be another salary cut. 

“If a teacher resigns,” he said, 
“there are 5,000 substitutes who are 
Knocking on the door, willing to make 
your place for $6 a day and no vaca- 
tion money.” 

“Better give now as much as you 
can. Give willingly rather than 
arouse the sentiment of the taxpayers. 
The teachers must also do their bit, 
and if there is to bé retaliation, two 
can play the gamtie.”

Already Win 6 af Them: 
Mass Picketing Today 


NEW YORK. — — Indications are 
Plain that the campaign inaugurated 
by the Oloakmakers’ Committee of 
100 and the Industrial Union will 
follow the example of the furriers 


.and establish a powerful union and 


win better conditions. At the close 
of the first day, Monday, already 17 
shops were stru@k dnd yesterday 12 
more went out on strike, six were 
settled and negotiations proceed in 
three more. 

Hundreds of cloakmakers, unem- 
ployed and employed responded dur- 
ing the noon hour in the market to 
a mobilization called by the Needle 
Trades Unemployed Council in sup- 
vort of the drive. Previously, about 
75 strikers Carrying placards calling 
for a united fight for higher wages 
and denouncing fake strikes and 
racketeers, picketed the Bedford 
Shop, at 315 West 36th St., one of 
the struck ‘shops. 

The Needle Trades Unemployed 
Council has issued a call for all un- 
employed furriers, dressmakers and 
cloakmakers to help picket the shops 
that are on strike and to help the 


* | struggles of the cloakmakers against 


sweatshop conditions prevailing in 
the industry. 
At a meeting of the executive 
the N. T. W. I. U., the del- 
egates greeted with enthusiasm the 
beginning of the drive. The coun- 
cil heard reports that under the rule 
of the misleaders workers can not 
earn more than $2 and $2.50 a day, 
slaving 10 and 12 hours, and that the 
union conditions won by the cloak- 
makers through many years of 
struggle and sacrifice were destroyed.
